To Trim Hat hike Illustration 


This shows a large, broad brim hat; but a small- 
er shape may be used just as well. This illustrates 
a black and white creation—with lace crown. The 
plume is adjusted at the right of crown, the head 
bent over the top. No other trimming is necessary. 
This high trimming is very much in vogue, but the 
plume can be used in any other position desired.

Suitable for Trimming Any Hat 


One of these plumes, with the head bent as in il- 
lustration, trims a small hat in a most beautiful way. 
Two of these plumes, with heads bent over the 
crown of a large hat, are very fashionable. Bend 
head of plume over, catching it .with some loose 
stitches in just the position you wish. Other trim- 
ming on the hat may be velvet or ribbon, as desired. 


“low Plumes 


The twice knotted Willow Plume has proven to 
be the style most wanted in willows. The very fin- 
est stock only is used in the manufacture of “Caw- 
ston” Willow Plumes—and the “Cawston” knots 
are guaranteed. 


Each “Cawston” Willow is composed of three 
perfect feathers—one on top of the other, running 
the full length of the plume, and one half length 
plume to give additional fullness to the head.

To Adjust Pompon to Hat 


Is very easy. After you have selected a becoming 
shape, first pin the pompon on in the position shown 
in the illustration; then try the hat on, and see that 
the pompon is in the most becoming position for 
your face. A few stitches over the stem. of pom- 
pon will fasten it .securely—then your hat is trim- 
med. A ribbon may be added around the crown, if 
desired.

This is a very effective way to adjust the tips 
on a small hat. Fasten them close up to the crown, 
allowing one to droop over the turned up rim. A 
narrow velvet facing on the rim is effective, with 
some of the same velvet around the crown.

Repair Orders—In sending us old feathers 
pack them in a box or large envelope and mail to 
us. Enclose your name and address in the package. 
Also write name and address on outside of pack- 
age and write us a separate letter of instructions.
